Consultation process begins on changes to medical services

PATIENTS and families are being 
urged to take part in a major publie 
eonsultation. 

GPs at the Barking and 
Dagenham, Havering and 
Red^bridge Clinieal Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) are asking resi¬ 
dents for their views on plans to 
reshape loeal serviees. 

The proposals inelude ereating a 
new eommunity treatment team and 
an intensive rehabilitation serviee 
so more loeal people would reeeive 
eare in their own homes. 

The three existing eommunity 
rehabilitation units would also be 


merged into a single base that 
would be loeated at the eurrent site 
at King George Hospital in 
Goodmayes. 

Dr Mehul Methukia, Redbridge 
CCG’s elinieal direetor for integrat¬ 
ed eare, said: “We are suggesting 
these ehanges to make serviees bet¬ 
ter. We’ve known for a long time 
that too many people, espeeially 
older people, are staying for too 
long in hospital and this makes it 
harder for them to return home and 
live independently again.” 

The eommunity treatment team, 
whieh is already being trialled, pro¬ 


vides short term intensive eare and 
support for people experieneing a 
health or soeial eare erisis. 

The team looks to make sure peo¬ 
ple ean be eared for in their own 
home rather than in hospital and 
people get home as soon as possible 
instead of staying in hospital. 

Dr Jagan John, Barking and 
Dagenham CCG’s elinieal direetor 
for integrated eare, said: “The ser¬ 
viees, known as intermediate eare, 
are most often needed by older peo¬ 
ple to help them reeover if, for 
example, they have a fall and hurt 
themselves making them less 


mobile and less able to eare for 
themselves.” 

A 12-week eonsultation on the 
plans is now taking plaee and GPs 
are urging loeal people to have their 
say. The eonsultation will run until 
Wednesday, Oetober 1. 

GPs will also be attending a series 
of drop-in sessions during the eon¬ 
sultation proeess.

Old and 
new come 
together 

A NEW creative and business development 
was launched in east London this week. 

The first phase of the Ice House Quarter, in 
Abbey Road, Barking, was officially opened by 
developers and council leader councillor 
Darren Rodwell on Monday. 

The new development, designed by 
Cartwright Pickard Architects, features 134 
residential units, 52 car parking spaces and 
9,700 sq ft of creative and commercial space, 
which form an integral part of the wider regen¬ 
eration of Barking’s town centre. 

Mr Rodwell welcomed the completion of the 
first phase of the project. 

He said: “Barking and Dagenham is London’s 
newest opportunity and we welcome invest¬ 
ment into the borough. 

“We have a proven track record of providing 
affordable living and working conditions in a 
well-connected location. We are investing and 
supporting housing and creative industries that 
will enhance the borough.” 

The Ice House Quarter has been built by 
Bouygues Development and has been devel¬ 
oped around two listed buildings from the late 
nineteenth-century industrial era - The 
Malthouse and The Granary have already been 
converted and extended to provide workspace 
for the creative industry along with homes and 
office space. 

Nicolas Guerin, managing director of 
Bouygues Development, said: “The Ice House 
Quarter development reflects the strong and 
trusting relationship we have built up with 
Barking and Dagenham Council and the 
Greater London Authority. 

“This new riverside quarter will offer new 
places to live, work and create, whilst respect¬ 
ing the environment and the historical and 
artistic heritage of the area.”

Just 13% of chartered surveyors are 
female and while that rises to 28% among students and 
trainees, it still leaves chartered surveying trailing behind 
professions like law, where 47% of solicitors are female, 
and accountancy, where 44% of full-time accountants are 
women. 

“This has to change. Organisations within the industry 
recognise that greater diversity of thought is likely to be 
their biggest business advantage in the future. One of the 
problems is that influencers, such as teachers, parents 
and careers advisors are not aware of the broad range of 
surveying careers. ” 

President of RIGS, Louise Brooke-Smith, firmly believes 
that one of the greatest challenges is the leadership 
deficit, particularly in a number of areas where skills and 
collaborative leadership styles excel: 

“Encouraging people to do better and achieve more can be 
helped significantly by making success visible, and that’s 
relevant across all career paths. I think partly the reason 
why so few women are attracted to careers in construction, 
infrastructure, property and land is because there are so few 
successful females in the public eye to aspire towards. Our 
campaign will really drive through change in this area and 
highlight a broad diversity of talented professionals who are 
shaping the world we live in. ”

industry to women considering a career in 
construction. 

Over the last 5 years I’ve learned 
how professional the property and 
construction industry are. If you’re buying 
a house no one ever realises how much 
documentation and professional rigour go 
into it. Add the tradesmen, construction 
workers who work exceptionally hard 
day-in-day-out and it’s no mean feat. I 
really admire the people I meet on site and 
throughout my work. 

I would wholeheartedly recommend a 
career as a chartered surveyor; with the 
caveat that attaining a RIGS qualification 
is tough. It takes hard work, determination 
and an iron-will to succeed. You have to 
be good with people and know how 
to talk professionally and convincingly 
to tradesmen, clients, the public and 
stakeholders. You have to be adept at 
multi-tasking, project management and 
be prepared to network and ask a lot of 
questions. Your contacts will become 
invaluable.

SCHOOL children at Henry Maynard School, 
Maynard Road, Walthamstow, got to learn about 
William Shakespeare as part of an education 
week. 

Teachers put on workshops that involved 
youngsters getting to know the literature 
through role play and story telling. 

“We have had a whole week dedicated to 
Shakespeare in this the 450th anniversary year 
of his birth,” said assistant head Pauline 
Casbolt. 

“We have staged performances of A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream with teachers play¬ 
ing some of the fairies and managed to find 
ways of incorporating him across the curricu¬ 
lum, for example, creating timelines and doing 
sums based on key dates associated with his 
life.” 

Some of the workshops began with a crash 
course in aspects of the Elizabethan age includ¬ 
ing thinking what it might have been like arriv¬ 
ing in London of 1600 for the first time and 
having to cope with sights and sounds of that 


overcrowded city. 

“As a teacher, it was fantastic to see some of 
the quieter children come out of their shells and 
enjoy drama,” said Year 2 teacher Kathryn 
Lupton. “They were given the opportunity to 
demonstrate their dramatic skills but it was not 
forced on them. This session really engaged the 
children with Shakespeare and has given them a 
zest for learning more about him.” 

Some of the lessons were priovided by 
Shakespeare and learning specialist Jerome 
Monahan, of education consultants TT 
Education. 

He said; “It would be easy to think 
Shakespeare plays and language might be a bit 
intimidating for these age groups, but not if 
made entertaining and engaging,” said Mr 
Monahan. 

“But, it is always terrific watching some of 
them enacting the opening of Macbeth, for 
example, with the witches and starting to think 
how the scene could be performed interactively 
at the Globe to keep everyone entertained.”

and he was taken to the vets. 

It was decided that the 
option was to remove the cat’s 
eye before an air gun pellet was 
discovered lodged behind his 
eye. 

Inspector Emily Collins 
said: “This was a horrific 
way to treat an animal. 

“Alfie must have been shot 
right through the actual eye 
as there was no puncture' 
wound anywhere and the bullet 
was lodged right behind the eye¬ 
ball. Luckily for him he has sur¬ 
vived, but will always wear the wounds 
with the loss of his eye, poor thing. 

“We urge anyone with any information to 
come forward to let us know who may be behind 
this. It took a callous individual to aim for an 
animal’s eye in this way, and we would like to do 



we can to stop it happening again.” 
Vets claim the cat has made a full 
recovery and is coping well with 
‘ just one eye. 

The shooting was the third 
m a week after a fox was 
found with five bullets in its 
head and body in Chigwell 
and a cat was found in 
Hornchurch with an old bul¬ 
let, in his head. 

Both animals had to be put 
to sleep because of their 
injuries.

Victory in phone number row 


PEOPLE power has proved 
successful after a medical 
practice agreed to scrap costly 
number for patients. 

Managers at Handsworth 
Medical Practice, in 
Handsworth Avenue, Highams 
Park, agreed to get rid of an 
0844 number following com¬ 
plaints from campaigners. 

The surgery has agreed to 
revert back to a local rate num¬ 
ber, which was previously in 
place back in 2012. 

Josie Camplin, practice man¬ 
ager, claimed the phone line 
was cancelled following 
patient surveys. 

She said: “The changes have 
been made because the 0844 


was costing patients money 
and they had recently voiced 
their concerns in a survey. 

“We had been looking to 
scrap the premium rate line for 
while but it has taken us a few 
months to phase out. 

“We made no revenue on the 
number since it was intro¬ 
duced two years ago. I would 
like to thank our patients for 
their patience.” 

In May 2013, NHS England 
announced it was to crack 
down on GPs' use of premium 
rate phone numbers and 
threatened them with breach 
of contract notices. 

The practice had to prove 
they were doing all they could 


to stop using the premium rate 
numbers. 

A local rate number was 
introduced in parallel to the 
0844 number, costing patients 
4p a minute, until the practice 
agreed last week to scrap the 
number all together. 

Jean Braiisford, from Highams 
Park, welcomed the change. 

She said: “There were a 
great many complaints about 
the premium number. 

“I am pleased the managers 
have finally listened to mem¬ 
bers of the community. 

“A change was needed and it 
has finally come, lets just hope 
it doesn't return for the fore¬ 
seeable future.”
